The testimony of Mr. Rollins, Commissioner
of Internal Revenue, before the Judiciary
Committee, and his letters to tbe Secretary
of the Treasury, which our Washington
correspondent furnishes this morning, place
the responsibility for the presold inefficiency
of the revenue system so clearly upon
the President that, when plans for the re¬

lief of the national finances are under de¬
bate, it will be well to recur to it for a few
valuablo hints. The removals and appoint¬
ments in the Internal Revenue servico during
the year 180T> were mado by the President
alone, without consultation with the Commis¬
sioner ; and indeed Mr. Rollins soon ceased to
make any recommendations to office, knowing
that they would not bo regarded. He bettered
that the changes made by Mr. Johnson had
cost the country many millions of dollars.
Many of the most competent and vigilant offi¬
cers were removed for purely political reasons,
and corrupt or inexperienced men appointed in
their places, and "as a rule, in those States
" where removals were largely made, the best
"men were removed." On the other hand, offi¬
cials whose removal Mr. Rollins had for good
reasons requested, and against whom he had
filed formal charges, are still retained. In view
of the damaging character of his testimony, it
is not at. nil surprising that the Commissioner
himself should have been turned out.

THE ADMISSION OF ALABAMA.
The main objection to Mr. Sherman's bill is,

that it is said to disfranchise a largo portion of
tho people of Alabama. TAt» National Intelli¬
gencer, aftermaking the cheerful observation that
the Editor of Tnr. Tribunk has reached a posi¬
tion lower than that attained by any gentleman
who professes honor and integrity in politics,
argues that we are committing an enormity
as great as that of the Lccomptou Consti¬
tution in Kansas. That Constitution MM tin-
work of a minority, and it is as criminal for HI
to insist upon the admission of A!;il»aiiia upon
tbe terms of Mr. Senator Sherman's bill as it
was for Mr. Buchanan to insist upon the ad¬
mission of Kansas under the Lecoinpton Con¬
stitution.

Dumber of ambitious politicans contrived a

Constitution, and adopted it by shameless
frauds. Towns without a hundred inhabitants
returned a thousand votes, and the names of
the voters Itemed to hi taken at random from
the Congress Directory or the Dictionary of
Biography. The Free-soilers were either not
allowed to vote, or were outvoted by
fraud. In a free election there would have
been no hope for the Lecompton Constitution.
All that Free-State men asked wa« a fair election.
How is it in Alabama T A certain numU-r of
the inhabitants are disfranchised for rebellion.
That is a penalty which they invited. It is not
the punishment usually inflicted. Crom¬
well had one way, aud William had an¬

other. A general massacre, tho scaffold,
the confiscation of eat&tee, were (he pea«
alties of rebellion in other days, mid hi-»-
tory honors tho men who imposed them us

wise, humano and forbearing. In Alabama wo

disfranchise a small portion of tho people,
and admit the others to citizenship. Not
an acre of land is taken, not a life is for¬
feit, and the penalty is temporary and senti¬
mental. The people are requested to form a

Constitution. The Constitution is formed. Tho
time comes to vote upon its adoption, and a large
class remain away from the polls. It will
have no part in the government. It will not
vote, nor permit the negro to vote. Instantly the
fiat goes forth that to vote for the new Constitu¬
tion is to accept infamy. The negro who works
for his daily bread is told that he will lie dis¬
missed if lie is seen near the polls. A mer¬

chant is warned that he must expect no more

customers; a tradesman can have no more

work. One newspaper in Montgomery prom¬
ises to print a list o£ tboso who voted for
the Constitution, in order that they may
be held up to execration. The voters aro gen¬
erally the struggling and dependent class. To
them a loaf of bread is a very serious consid¬
eration, now would it be in New-York if
every merchant and manufacturer were to an¬

nounce that a visit to the polls would bo fol¬
lowed by a dismissal from work, or a with¬
drawal .

At
a later period, it is well known
that Cen. Jackson frequently employed
the critical skill of his more accomplished
friends.

English style, submitted the celebrated Hulsc-
mann letter to the Judgment of Mr. Everett.
Public characters in all ages have never dis¬
claimed this kind of assistance ; and when the
capacity of Gen. Grant is under discussion, the
main question, we suppose, is whether be lias
good sense enough to form an accurate judg¬
ment, and sufficient distrust of himself to seek
for necessary assistance. Gen. Grant may not be
an accomplished scholar in any department of
human learning ; but freedom from the vanity,
the passionandihe obstinacy of Mr. Johnson may
compensate for deficiencies far greater than wo
suppose Gen. Grant's to be. And it may be
observed generally, that the habit into which
the commander of an army naturally falls, of
relying to a certain extent upon the Judgment
and abilities of others, induces a quick appre¬
hension of tho character of subordinate«, and a

ready tact in the selection of fit and trust¬
worthy instruments. In this respect, the army
is a good school even for, the duties and the
demands of a civil position. C'a-sar, Frederick
and Napoleon wen great statesmen as well as

great generals ; and neither of them could boast
of that limitless fund of erudition which illu¬
minates the columns of several New-York
newspapers.

-\. te, in spite, of his foruirr arguments and
ini«etit admission to the contrary, perfectly
constitutional. Hi may have »uflt-n-d under
the guilty intent to commit a wrong, but he
was guilty only in intent. The will of the
[.. .ijilo may MM to Sir. ltaymond to have
I.«« n evprcsai-d according to the f«irros and
i,ithin the limits of the Constitution, in the

years prior to the war-in the Fugitive Slave
law, m «a«* war on M«xico, iu the Dred Scott
decision, in the crimes against Kansas, and in
the otlnr uncoiifititutioual usurpations of Dem¬
ocratic Congresses, Presidents, and Supren_e
Courtr-. Hut wo assnre him that if he so be¬
lieved, his writings, vote, and action were far
ludir than his Judgment. In opposiug all
atiese thine- as unconstitutional he seemed as

¦ lisible as if he had believed them so. On the
otlu-r hand, Congress ban performed no uncon¬

stitutional act in it« policy of Reconstruction.
The forms through which the will of the

people has been expressed bave been as con¬

stitutional as they ever wero. Mr. Raymond's
graceful concession of a point so important is
of no more value than would be his auit-claiui
deed for tbo City Hall.

The bill introdrioed by the English Govera-
ment into Parliament for the suspension of
habeas corpus in Ireland shows how serious
the Fenian movement continues to be, even in
the eyes of the English. There is, of course, no
chanco whatever at present of the roccees of the
Fenians, and on that account the frequent
transgressions of the English laws are unwise
and useless moves. But Eugland, which has at
no time been anything else, with regard to
Ireland, than its oppressor, has no right to

charge the leaders of the National party with
the violation of an oath of allegiance which
they bave never taken, and which they abhor.
All tho legislation which is based on such re¬

volting misrepresentation of the true state of
affairs will only tend to widen the breach be¬
tween England and Ireland, and to secure to the
latter the sympathy of tho civilized world.

The Mexican correspondence which we pub¬
lish this morningrforeshadowa what has just
been telegraphically announced« tho resignation
of Gens. Diaz and Esoobedo. Both, and »so¬
cially the former, have rendered signal aervices
to their conntry, and their open rupture with
the President will cause profound regret to all
who hope for the restoration of peace and or-

der in unhappy Mexico. From the long-tried
patiiotii.ru of »Max and Escobedo it is still to ba
hoped tlkjat their opposition to Juares will bo
satisfied with resignation, and that it wilt not
mislead them to a. proaanotatnenlo, {¡van no«

rhelr country is troubled by insurrectionary
puthreats in a number, of States. A serious
civil war, headed by some of thé ¡«ptUng Gen¬
erals, would be a national calamity, which
would plunge Mexico into misery and anarchy,
and put off the regeneration of the country
into a remote future.

THE OPERA.
The Winter, so far, lias been a trying one for

musical entertainments of all kind«, and few
of the theaters have fared as well as has been
their wont. No enterprise, however, during
the early part of the season, was so unfortunate
a« the opera. While Maretzek « company kept
possession of the Academy of Music, disasters
were heaped upon disasters. In vain one singer
after another was brought out.many of them
good, nearly all of them better than we are
used to ; in vain the great buffo, Roncotii, was
prodigal of his fun ; in vnin a bright
little American girl, by her success*»» on

the lyric stago. added to our growing
reputation as a musical people, or the best
baritone we have heard since Gassier, and one
of the best bassos we have had since Susini's
prime, roared their manly melodies. The pub¬
lic was coldly indifferent. New operas were

produced, and well produced too, before half-
filled houses; and the manager at last, with an

empty treasury, went away to more hospitable
cities. Music for a while in New-York was

almost one of the lost arts. At length canio
the reaction, and, as usually happens in
such cases, the excitement of the revi¬
val was fully proportional with tho apathy
of the past petiol. Tho enterprise of Pike
and Strakosch on th© west side of tho town,
tho novelty of the gorgeous house, tbo return
of old favorites, tho awakening of pleasant
old associations, combined to render the last
operatic season more successful in a pecuniary
sense than many of its best wishers durst
hope it would lie; and, now that Strakosch,
and La Grange, and Urignoli, and Phillips
have Jfoïiê over to the old opera-house in
Irving-place, good fortune still clings to
them. It is characteristic of American hasto
and impulsiveness that, in the first flush
of this new prosperity, another opera com¬

pany should seek to divido the honors
and profits of the musical renaissance. On
Monday night Pike's Opera House will reopen ;

and while La Grange and Brignoli are playing
"The Masked Hall" in Fourteenth-st, Miss
Hauck and Ronconi will frolic in Petrella's
"Carnival" on the Eighth-ave. The rivalry
between the-'two houses, whatever effect it

may have upon their respective treasuries, can

hardly fail to bo of profit to the public. On
the one hand we shall have excellent artists
«ahora it has long been our delight to
honor, and with whom our pleasantest
recollections of some of the most popular
opera» are inseparably associated. On the
other thero is a strong and admirable
company, mado up of many of the best mem¬

bers of Maretzek's former troupe, such as Miss
Hauck, ami Bellini, and Antonucci, together
with Madame Gazzaniga, and tbe German ar¬

tists under the direction of G rover. Among
these last are tho sweet-voiced tenor, Habel-
man, and the great basso, Joseph Hermans.
In ordinary circumstances such rivalry as this
would probably entail ruin upon both mana¬

gers. But we should not be surprised if bpth
did well. The excitement of tho fresh
interest in operatic performances will do
much for them ; and there is this thing
also to Is- considi-ied: Mr. Strakosch, by
his three weeks' nMOD at Pike's, devel¬
oped an entirely new musical public, which
had never frequented the ooera 1m fore.
The crowd« which nurrouiui«d hin tu _«»t-<.,li<-t» j
were indigenous. It had never been their habit.
to go often to the old opera-house ; that waa

too far away for them ; but when tbe enter¬
tainment was brought to their doors, they
rushed to see it, and very brilliant and very
appreciative audiences they proved. When Mr.
Strakosch removed to Irving-place they did
not follow him ; but he found awaiting him
thero tho old Academy audiences, athirst for
melody after their long alistinence. So one

side of the town runs after La Grange and
Brignoli, while the other awaits Maretzek and
Grover. Why, with two sets of patrons, should
we not have two companies of singer«» t Tho
experiment, which at first sight would appear
to foibwle disaster, may, after all, prove a

substantial benefit to the public.

Mr. Pelmar's statistical tables, published
December 21, are wholly devoted to facts bear¬
ing on the foreign trade of the United State»
and other nations. Not a single fact or figure
is given relative to any branch of industry
carried on in the United States. Our great
agricultural, manufacturing, mining, transporta¬
tion, river, lake and canal systems, our labor
interesta.our home capital in whatsoever
branches employed.afford a vast field for in¬
vestigation, and the statistics in regard to them
would be of inestimable value. The current

politics of the country cannot be comprehended
without them. The history of our country can¬

not bo truly written because of tho want of
them. Yet Mr. Delmar is bünd to everything
but what takes place on the ocean. He is a

salt-water bird, and if he were appoiuted Di¬
rector of a Bureau of Statistics for the five
great ocean» of the globo he would be in his
right place. As it is, the statistics be publishes
are rehashes of matter furnished to his hand
by our Custom-Houses, and aro of so little
consequence to the American people, and prove
such an utter incapacity to appreciate the op¬
portunities and duties of his position, that we

are glad to see that, in the appropriation bills
now passing through Congress, no appropria¬
tion is made for the Burean of Statistics. If
the President, cannot be induced to appoint a

more competent Superintendent for the Bureau
it had better be abolished.

John C. Breckinridge, when last heard from,
was wandering about Syria in the character of
a martyr, and telling everybody he met that
no country except this could ever be his home,
but he would not return to it " until he c«»uld
"do so in personal safety." John had better
come home at once, and stop making a wan¬

dering Jew of himself. He runs no danger in
the United States except of being forgotten.

Judge Barnard deserves the thanks of the
people for his energetio dealing with the pro¬
prietors of unsafe tenement houses. Eleven of
these buildings were presented to the Supremo
Court for being unprovided with mean« of es¬

cape In case of fire, and the Judge ordered the
Inspector of Buildings to tiake the ocoessary
improvement» and let the cost be a lien upon
the property. Good. Let tho theater» be
looked after next.
